brigade of the army at Paiis. 


Gen. Levaillcint has been appointed to the 


command of Toulon, vice Gen. Herbillion, 
and Gen, Millonnett, to the command of Ly- 
ons, vice Levaillant. 


German//.—The ministerial paper states 


that Austria and Prussia intend to monopolize 
the military system, and occupy the important 
positions in Germany. 
Their proceedings 


are beginning to excite serious alarm among 
the Cabinet of England. 


The extension of military power in these 


states, and the incorporation of the non-Ger- 
manic provinces of Austria, namely, Hunga- 
ry and Lombardy, within the central bonds, 
area direct violation of the treaty of 1S15.— 
France and Britain have both protested 
against it.

Germany will be swallowed.

centrating in an imposing and menacing po- 
sition in Poland. 


India and China.—Accounts are from Chi- 


na to January loth. An interview between 
the Governor General and Golah Sing took 
place on the 26th December, and celebrated 
with great splendor.

^Vo learn by the ship Natchez, Captain Dur- 
yee, which arrived here yesterday from China, 
via. St. Helena, that news had arrived at the

Western (Canadian) Railroad.—A bill is 


now before the New York Legislatuie au- 
thorising the Railroad companies of the State 
to subscribe! to the stock of the above compa- 
ny 
The Canadian Government loans its 


credit to tiie company to an amount sufficient 
to builu one half of the road, and about &!,- 
.500,000 has been subscribed in addition, in 
the Provinces. 
One million more is necessary 


to complete the work, and this is sought to be 
raised in the States. 
Of this sum, ihe railroad 


companies between Albany and Buffalo pro- 
pose to take an amount which will probably 
not exceed two and a half per cent, of their 
capital.— Chicago Tribune.
